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Report of Supt. of Schools 


During the past year we have tried especially hard to im- 
prove the work in English. Last spring term the 8th and 9th 
grades were given very intensive drills in letter writing and com- 
positions. In the early part of the fall term a Joint Teachers’ 
Meeting was held and all your teachers attended. At this meet- 
ing a lesson in English was demonstrated and a helpful talk in 
“English Required For High School Entrance” was given. Re- 
cently there has been great improvement in English textbooks. 
In the fall I purchased enough for the two largest schools and 
asked the teachers to tell me if they found these helpful. Re- 
ports were very satisfactory and all 8th and 9th grades will be 
supplied for the spring term. In the 3rd grade all pupils will 
also be supplied with a new book. These new 3rd English 
seem to me to be the best I’ve ever seen to help pupils to get a 
correct start in this very important subject. Other classes will 
be supplied with the new series as soon as we have sufficient 
funds. The teachers deserve a great deal of praise for their 
efforts to do all they could in the very short time they have for 
their classes. 

In regard to the English work of the pupils who are already 
in high school: Have received all of the ranks of 30 pupils and 
only 2 have below passing in English. 5 have above 90%, 6 
from 80 to 90% and 17 have from 70 to 80%. Another thing 
interests me very much and it is this: English results show 
that most pupils who have excellent in other subjects have excel- 
lent in English, while the others who have the good and fair 
ranks have. good and fair in English. This shows us over 
33142% of the pupils have sufficient rank in this subject to entitle 
them to “Honor Roll” rank in this. 
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Since some have asked me as to the rights of the School 
Committee in performing certain school work I am quoting from 
a letter sent out by the State to all superintendents: “There has 
been more or less confusion as to the provisions of the Revised 
Statutes, Chapter 131, Section 11, relative to the legal status of 
a school committee member in performing certain services like 
conveyance of pupils, repair work and the like while serving 
the town as a member of the said committee. A ruling from 
the office of the Attorney General states that this statute does 
not apply to the School Committee of a town.” 

In justice to your teachers we could not give a general salary 
cut for the pay in most schools had been already reduced. In 
the other towns in this union salaries had been kept up until 
this year. 

At South Windsor we had to add a little to the contract price 
for transportation as a child who had paralysis a few years ago 
was unable to walk. This added mileage on a very bad road. 

The State Commissioner has written all of the superintend- 
ents that because of the shrinking of the State School Fund all 
towns will probably get from 18 to 20% less next year. This 
means we must vote enough to make up this loss or not have 
enough to maintain our schools next year. Am very sorry as I 
had planned to recommend a good reduction in the Common 
School account. With this shrinkage in State Funds am forced 
to recommend the same total amount as last year. This is not 
as bad as it sounds for we are assured that in most towns a part 
of this extra 18 to 20% cut will be made up by a lower State 
Tax. There is hope too, as you no doubt know, of new laws 
that will add to the State School Fund. At South Windsor the 
schoolhouse is very badly in need of paint and a new window. 
Every year without painting this will make the cost more. At 
this time the work can be more cheaply done than for a long 
time. You have a large number in high school and that takes 
quite a share of the funds. The amounts I am recommending 
do not include any provision for deficits and are the lowest it

seems possible to recommend to maintain satisfactory schools. 
Am sure you will all keep in mind this: The schooldays of the 
children come but once and anything we do to prevent their 
getting an education will always hinder them.

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TOWN WARRANT 


To H. B. Hussey, a Constable of the town of Windsor: 
Greetings: 

You are hereby directed in the name of the State of Maine to 
notify and warn the Inhabitants of said town of Windsor quali- 
fied by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at the town house in 
said town on Monday, March 13th, 1933, at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon to act upon the following articles, to-wit: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 

ART. 2. To choose a clerk. 

ART. 3. To see if the town will accept the report of the 
municipal officers. 

ART. 4. To choose three selectmen, assessors and overseers 
of the poor. 

ART. 5. To choose a treasurer. 

ART. 6. To choose a collector of taxes and determine his 
compensation. 

ART. 7. To choose a collector of automobile excise taxes 
and determine his compensation. 

ART. 8. To choose a constable. 

ART. 9. To choose one or more members of school com- 
mittee. 

ART. 10. To choose an auditor of accounts. 

ART. 11. To choose a fire warden and determine his com- 
pensation. 

ART. 12. To see if the town will choose one or more road 
commissioners. 

ART. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for elementary schools, including teachers’ wages and 
board, fuel and janitors’ services, conveyance, tuition and board 


of pupils, text books, reference books and school supplies for 
desk and laboratory use. 
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ART. 14. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for support of poor. 

ART. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise for roads and bridges and patrol maintenance. 


ART. 16. -To see if the town-will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of raising and appropriating money necessary to entitle 
the Town to State aid in Section 19 of Chapter 25 of the revised 
statutes of 1916. | 

ART. 17. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
vote and raise in accordance with the provision of Section 26 
to 32 inclusive of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes for the 
construction of a state aid highway extending from highway 
(127 in Pittston over State Aid Highway No. 3 to Whitefield 
town line thence easterly to Whitefield at Albee’s store, thence 
Northerly over State Aid No. 2 to North Whitefield and Cooper’s 
Mills to State Highway No. 101, thence Westerly over State 
Highway 101 to road at F. F. Coombs, thence Northerly to 
Windsor town line, thence Northerly over Windsor State Aid 
No. 4 and 5 to China town line. 

ART. 19. To see what sum of money, if any, the town will 
recommend to take from the joint State Aid account for the 
purpose to apply bituminous surface treatment to state aid road 
build within the past five years in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 271 public laws of 1931. 


ART. 20. To see if the town will vote and raise the sum of 
$544. for the maintenance of Third Class State road, requested 
by State Highway Commission. 

ART. 21. To see if the town will vote to authorize the asses- 
sors to rescind any amount appropriated by town for State Aid 
Highway construction in excess of the amount requested to 
meet State apportionment. 

_ ART. 22. To see if the town will vote to make any change 
in the wages for town labor. 

ART. 23. To see how much money the town will vote and 
raise to cut bushes on State, State Aid and Third Class roads. 
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ART. 24. To see how much money the town will vote and 
raise for snow bill of 1932 and 1933. 


ART. 25. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise on snow bill note of 1930 and 1931. 


ART. 26. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to snow removal of the winter of 1933 and 1934 and how much 
money they will raise for same. 


ART. 27. To see if the town will vote and raise the sum of 
$44.00 for school nursing under the auspices of the State Dept. 
of Health. 

ART. 28. To see how much money the town will vote and 
raise for repairs on school houses. 

ART. 29. To see how much money the town will vote and 
raise for advertising the natural advantages, resources and at- 
tractions of the State of Maine. 

ART. 30. To see if the town will vote and raise $5.00 each 
for school committee. 

ART. 31. To see how much money the town will vote and 
raise for G. A. R. Memorial services. 

ART. 32. To see if the town will vote to let the Sunday 
School have the use of the town school houses for Sunday school 
and entertainments. 

ART. 33. To see what sum of money the town will vote and 
raise, if any, for miscellaneous expenses. 

ART. 34. To see if the town will vote to authorize the select- 
men to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation of 
taxes for the purpose of paying indebtedness of the town, such 
notes to be paid during the current municipal year out of money 
raised during said current municipal year by taxes. 

ART. 35. To see how much money the town will vote and 
raise for Town officers bills and other town charges. 

ART. 36. To see if the town will accept the bondsman of 
the collector and treasurer. 
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ART. 37. To see if the town will give the selectmen the 
right to purchase a wood lot or stumpage to put the town de- 
pendent to work, the same to be for town use. 


ART. 38. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the collection of taxes as follows: 

Ist. To see if the town will vote to allow 212% discount 
on taxes paid before July Ist. 
2nd. To see if the town will vote to charge interest on 
taxes unpaid Sept. Ist. 
3rd. To see if the town will vote to instruct the tax col- 
lector to collect poll and personal taxes before Sept. Ist. 
4th. To see if the town will vote to require any person with 
an unpaid tax in said town, working on highway to leave at 
least 50% of his wages from such work, with the treasurer 
or collector to apply on said tax. 


ART. 39. To elect all other town officers, viz, surveyors of 
wood, bark and lumber, fence viewers, fire wardens, etc. 
Hereof fail not, and have you there this warrant with your 
doings thereon. 


The Selectmen will be in session at the town hall at nine 
o’clock A.M. on the day of said meeting to revise the poll list.
